thousands of farmers and 
traders are in great jeopardy. 

The Communist hordes gave the| 
first sign of outlawry during the 
week-end . when they looted. and 
occupied the railway station along 
the Peking-Hankow Railway about 
sixty miles north of Hankow. 
Passenger and freight traffic from 
Hankow ‘has been suspended and 
the management of the line ‘has 
telegraphed to Nanking reporting 
the serious nature of the distur- 
bances and asking for reinforce- 
ment. oa 


Changsha’s Peril, 


.» The group of Communist bandits 
which was responsible for the 
looting of Yochow on the Yangtsze 
River some two weeks ago, is 
again active, robbing farmers at 
places about’ 100 miles from 
Changsha. “The Communist 
leaders, including . Ho Lung, 
formerly of Swatow and South 
Crna, and Pang Tak-wai, profess 
to have a following of 8,000 men, 
well equipped with weapons.

TRAGEDY. © , 
FULL CONFESSION MADE. . 
BY ASSAILANT, 
ROBBERY: MOTIVE. 
*Shanghai, July 20, 
Victim of a cold-blooded at- 
tack with a meat-chopper wield- 
ed by His .house coolie, Mr. 
‘Charles’ Samuel Goddard, Assis- 
tant, Inspector of Examiners of 
the Chinese Maritime Customs, 
died in the General Hospital at 
8.25 a.m. yesterday morning. 
Thé attack took place shortly 
before 1 a.m. Mr,'Goddard had re- 
turned home about midnight ‘and 
immediately gone to bed. .The 
‘eoolie, who'slept in the adjoining’ 
kitchen, according’ to his own 
statements waited until he was 
asleep and then, arming himself 
with the chopper, which: had been 
sharpened in ‘preparation for the 
attack, crept into the bedroom. 
Mr, Goddard was sleeping on his 
right side... * 2 in 


* Shout for Assistance. 


The first blow fell on his. left 
shoulder. Starting up in a half 
dazed condition, he | received a 
second blow which ‘almost cut 
through ‘his left arm above’ the 
‘elbow. Shouting for assistance,’ 
he tried to grapple with his as- 
sailant, who evaded ‘him in the 
darkness, Overcome by ‘the loss 
of blood which was spurting from 
the severed arteries, -he staggered 
to the yerandah in an effort to 
open the windows. looking-on'-to 
the street and summon aid. 

The windows were so securely 
fastened. that ‘they defied . his 
efforts, He then hammered on the 
panes and shouted that he was be.; 
ing murdered, after which he ran 
into the kitchen and thence on to 
another small verandah over an 
alleyway off North Szechuen Road. 


Police on the Scene. 


'_Aroused by Mr. Goddard's shouts, 
Mrs, Aaron Fein, who with her hus- 
band ‘conducts a haberdashery al- 
moat opposite 859 North Szechuen 
Road, awakened her husband. Both 
saw, Mr. Goddard, bleeding copious- 
ly,, running from one verandah to 
the other and heard him shouting 
that he was bleeding to death,’ . 
Mr. Fein told his Indian watch- 
man to blow his police whistle. 
This brought Prob. Sgt. Hide and 
C.P.C. 651 to the scene, Finding 
the street door of No. 859 locked 
from the inside, they smashed it 
open and ran up the stairs. They 
found Mr, Goddard sitting ‘on the 
planking in the kitchen which com- 
prised the coolic’s bed. . 
His first words were, “Please 
put a tourniquet on my shoulder, 
I am bleeding to death. I expect 
the cook did this to me.” Prob, Sgt. 


Hide did his utmost. to stop the |, 


flow of blood from, Mr, Goddard's 
wounds, but it was evident from the 
deep pools of blood ou the floor of 
the’ bedroom and on the two 
verandahs and staircase that he had 
lost a huge quantity. . 


"Death ‘in Hospital. 


_An ambulance was immediately 
summoned and Mr. Goddard was 
rushed to the’ General. Hospital, 
where, after an examination by 
Dr. .C. . Betinett, the’ Medical 
Superintendent, and Dr. A. D. Wall, 
an operation for the, removal of his 
left arm was decided on as being the 
only’ :hope, for ‘his life. However 
desplte the utmost.{n medical skill 
and: attention, -he passed. away at 
‘8.25 am. without having made any 
further statement beyond-a request 
to notify his friend, Mr. A. G.
